is shown has been produced by group-
ing thousands of different pleces of
hardware, whle adjacent to this is a
cleck tower similarly built.

George Uhler, supervising inspector
gEencral of the steambonl inspectlon
gervice of the department of com-
merce, was in California when the
accldent occurred. He loft at once for
Chicago., General Uhler has  been
head of the steamboat inspection ser-
vice since 1903, leaving the presidency
of the Marine Engineers' Henelleinl
society to take the ®lace, and sinee
his occupancy of the position Nas
been through several hard fights with
various interests.
